1 v/ould
remind you that last summer the Political Accountability
Commission held a hearing in this very building in an effort
to bring a bill of improvement to this body. This 1is the
transcript right here. It is not even available on paper
nine months later. It is obvious to me that they are not
serious about updating this legislation and I think it
should be done by an interim committee rather than piece-
meal legislation at this late stage. As a result, 1 would
urge adoption of my motion to individually postpone LB 13%.

SPEAKER MARVEL: Senator Beutler.

SENATOR BEUTLER: Mr. Speaker and members of the Legislature,
obviously 1 oppose the motion to indefinitely postpone. |
am a little bit surprised that Senator Fenger offered that
motion, having voted the bill out of committee himself which

I appreciated in the first place. But this issue has been
studied at great length in the first place.
